LONDON, Oct. 198.—After hold- 
ing the office of Prime Minister 
through seven of the most critical 
years of British Worry — three 
years of war and four years of re- 
construction—David Lioyd George 
went into the wilderness today.

BONAR LAW SUCCESSOR 
Andrew Bonar Law will put on 
the Premier's mantle for a short 
term of office.

British, French and other 
capitulation treaties with Turkey 
are of wider scope than the Ameri- 
can agreement. However, Ameri- 
can citizens have enjoyed the same 
rights as other foreign nations in 
Turkey, partly as the result of the 
favored nation clause of the Ameri- 
can Turkish treaty, which made 
provisions of the other capitula- 
tions apply equally to Americans. 

The American capitulations, in 
the view of the Washington gov- 
ernment, were not affected by the 
war, as the United States and 
Turkey were not at war with each 
other. By international rule, how- 
ever, the British and other treaties 
with Turkey ended with the 
declarations of war against that 
country. If the forthcoming Brit- 
ish government does not insist in 
dealing with the Near Eastern sit- 
vation upon all of the old British 
capitulatory rights in Turkey, the 
United States would be thrown 
back upon the limits of its own 
treaty with Turkey.

Propa- 
ganda for price fixation of guso- 
line is not new, and marketing 
agencies are renewing efforts to 
point out for public . discernment 


‘ithe alleged fallacy of the proposals 


to control the industry through the 
price of gasoline. 

The reported size of the Stand- 
ard Oil profita is responsible for 
the major part of the plans to fix 
the price of the commodity. Stan- 
dard Oil companies have undoubi- 
edly made huge profits from their 
world-wide operations, but as is 
pointed out by the statistical de- 
partment of the Independent Pe- 
troleum Marketers Association, 


Standard Oli profits arise from the 


immense volume of crude and gas- 
oline production, and the extent 
of the markets in which its prod- 
ucts are sold. Gasoline profits 
alone are not sufficient to pour an 
endless stream of revenues into 
the treasuries of oil companies, as 
the gasoline yield from a barrel 
of crude petroleumin California, 
for example, is only 15 per cent, 
while to each gallon of gasoline, 
four gallons of fuel ofl and other 
residuums are obtained. The Stan- 
dard Wil companies derive large 
profits from their gasoline busi- 
ness because of ita volume, but 
the independent companies must 
make gasoline bear the burden for 
the larger proportions of residuum 
= for which there is little mar- 
et. 

Any attempts, then, to fix the 
price of gasoline, the independents 
contend, must first take inte con- 
sideration fuel oil and the other 
by-products. If markets can be 
found for fuel oil that will even- 
tually allow the product to pay 
ite way, the selling price of gaso- 
line might be adjusted on lower 


levels, but until such markets are 


opened, refineries are compelled 
to store fuel oils in heavy volume, 


and gasoline revenues must pro- 
vide the funds to carry these 
stored oils. 


Statistics are also produced to 
show that the Standard Oji Com- 
pany is individually making great- 
er profit than the twenty-five or 
more independent refiners in the 
State of California, while the in- 
dependent refiners are producing 
about 80 per cent of the total 
volume of gasoline in the State. 
This, it is claimed, is conclusive 
evidence that the profits of the 
refinery are not inseparably tied 
up with gasoline. 

As a counter proposition, inde- 
pendent refining companies are 
advocating State control of drilling 
similiar to the “off-set” law in 
operation in Texas and Oklahoma. 
This law provides that drilling lo- 
cations must be no closer than 150 
feet from each other, a provision 
the “town lot“

California. In the Signal Hin dis-

Los Angeles ‘Association in 
: Enjoyable Event 
Speakers Tell Many Things 
of Real Interest

several hundred “credit” men, 
lean, cadaverous-looking chaps, 
eating a $2-a-plate dinner, and 
Smokin fat black cigars.

IS KILLED 
IN DISPUTE 


Mexican in Postoffice, An- 
gered at Being Denied 
Tools. Shoots Carpentier 


In a frenzy of anger over the 
right of possession of carpenter's 
tools, Aralia Pompa, a Mexican 
laborer, yesterday morning, accord- 
ing to the police, shot and killed 
William D. McCue, a carpenter, in 
the Postoffice Building under con- 
struction at Third street and Cen- 
tral avenue where both were em- 
ployed. 

The timely arrival of Police De- 
tectives Knowles and Knapp and 
Police Chauffeur Smith prevented, 
it was reported, a score of work- 
men who Witnessed the shooting 
from carrying out threats of lynch- 
ing Pompa from a beam at the 
rear of the building. Through the 
crowd of angry workmen the de- 
tectives quickly forced Pompa 
ahead of them into a waiting po- 
lice car and took him to police 
headquarters, where he was 
charaed with murder. 

The shooting, according to wit- 
nerses, was ecipitated by an ar- 
gument early in the morning be- 
tween McCue and the Mexican as 
to the right of Pompa to use cer; 
tain carpenter's tool# said to have 
been in McCue’s charge. Pompa. 
disregarding McCue's refusal to 
allow him to use the tools, at- 
tempted to take them, it was stated 
to the police, and McCue as a re- 
sult struck the Mexican with his 
fist and the flat side of a saw. 
They were separated, according to 
the report of the detectives, by El- 
mer Long of 8845 Date street, and 
J. F. Hudson of 2115 Union ave- 
nue. Pompa, issuing threats, then 
changed his clothes and left the 
building. Later he returned, ac- 
cerding to the detectives, and with- 
out warning fired twice at McCue. 
One of the shots struck the car- 
penter in the heart. Some witness- 
es, according to the police, stated 
that McCue engaged in a second 
fight with the Mexican when the 
latter drew a revolver and shot 
him. 

The body of McCue was removed 
to the Retdeman undertaking es- 
tablishment. Detectives were in- 
vestigating to find the location of 
McCue’s home.

EL. CENTRO, Oct. 19-—The 
Water Users’ Association of Yuma 
have indicated a desire to straight- 
en the course of the Colorado 
River in order to protect their 
valley lands against the flood 


water of the river. which has in 
times past worked havoc with 
crops, washing out levees and 
weirs. 

In a letter to the Imperial Ir- 
rigation System officers the associa- 
tion asks for the assistance of the 
irrigation system’ dredges and at 
the same time states that it is get- 
ting up a petition to send Secretary 
Fall, asking for an appropriation 
of $60,000 to complete the work. 
The local irrigation aystem officials 
and board directors have guaran- 
teed the Yuma water users’ co- 
operation in their requests. 

However, it been pointed 
out that there is little likelihood 
of Secretary Fall considering the 
Plan, because of the contemplated 
Boulder Canyon dam project, 
which, if put throuh, would make 
a straightening of the river un- 
necessary as the storage Would 
control all flood water in the river 
and allow only a normal fiow. In 
connection with the Boulder dam 
Project, opinion has been at a great 
— — in Imperial Valley re- 
garding what has been termed the 
all-American canal tail attached 
to the Boulder dam kite. Argu- 
ments ween atthorities and 
leaders in valley affairs have waxed 
hot in numerous instances as to 
whether the all-American canal 
project could be put through with 
the Boulder dam bill. 

Opinion has simmered down in 
the last week or two to the ef- 
fect that it would be best to leave 
out this phase of the bili in or- 
der to get the Boulder dam across. 
It has been pointed out that in 
case the Boulder dam bill be- 
comes a law there will still be am- 


ple time to complete the canal

Calffornia, it is shown that there 
are more autos in California at 
this time than there were in New 
York on January 1 of this year. 
The registration for 1921 in New 
York, which led all States last 
year, was 812,031. ‘The registra- 
tion at the present time in Califor- 
nia is approximately 834,192. 
California was fourth on the list 
of States for the number of auto- 
mobiles registered last year, but 
there is a possibility that it wi'l 
jump to second place this year, 
and if eastern States eliminate all

1915 and supported by the “Khiki" elec 
tion at the end of the World War, fs def- 
nitely dissolved. All political factions in 


oreat Britain are rallying the clans for 


what will be one of the hottest-contested 
and most bitter elections in the empire. 


Rejecting the advice of their leadera, the 
Conservative members of the House of 
Commons took the bit in their teeth and 
voted by a majority of 186 to 87 to with- 
draw from the coalition and support only 


ing general election. 

As Lioyd George is a Liberal, this de 
prived him of Conservative support. As 
soon as the resalt of the Conservative con- 
ference was announced he gave notice of 
his resignation. Repeatedly he had assert- 
ed that he would hold the office of Premier 
only sd long as he was supported by a ma- 


——— | jority of the Conservative party in the 


House of Commons. When that support 
was withdrawn yesterday he immediately 
relieved himself of the duties of leadership. 

The Parliament king is dead. But no one 
yet knows whom to salute with the cry, 
Long live the King!” As the Conserva- 
tives are the largest group in the House of 
Commons, the King, according to prece- 
dent, will ask the Conservatives to form 
a new government. Bonar Law is the log- 
ical choice for Premier; but his physical 
condition fs such that he could not hold 
the position for more than a brief period. 
Failing health forced him from the leader- 
ship of the Conservative party in Parlia- 
ment two years ago. It is announced from 
London that he has consented to accept 
the Premiership, provided the Conserva- 
tives elect him party leader. 

Lloyd George could have remained Pre- 
mier util a election was held. There 
was no d fon in the House of Com- 
mons to depose him. But his action is 
taken to indicate that he desires to play 
an independent part in the coming cam- 
paign. There is a great confusion of opin- 
fon concerning what his attitude will be; 
which is just what he desires. For his 
chief political strategy consists in keeping 
his opponents guessing -what his next move 
will be. 

Great Britain will now enter upon an 
election campaign which will decide wheth- 
er the ruling party shall be Conservative 
or Labor. The Unionist party, which is a 
branch of the Conservative, is dead. The 
Liberal party still exists, with its former 
leader, Asquith, the great prewar Premier, 
at its head. But the Liberal party lost its 
hold on the English electors during the 
war and it is not believed possible that it 
can win a majority in the elections. 


During the interim between the resigna- 
tion of Lloyd George and the general elec- 
tions the Conservative party will be in con- 
trol of the government; and the rank and 
file believe that, with this advantage, it 
can obtain a clear majority over both Lib- 
eral and Labor. But the veteran leaders 
of the party do not think so. Balfour, 
Chamberlain and Horne all counseled 
against the breaking up of the coalition. 
But brains could not combat successfully 
against numbers. 


For the moment the foreign policy of 
the British government is not likely to be 
materially changed by Lloyd George's re- 
tirement. About the only difference will 
be that there will be less inclination to 


Burope. The Conservatives have already 
been advocating a government modeled 
after the foreign policy of the Harding ad- 
ministration, tending toward isolation. 

Lloyd George, like our own Henry Clay, 
was always favoring compromises to avoid 
actual ruptures. He was accused of often 
carrying this to the extent of com promis- 
ing principles. The Conservatives are 
great sticklers for principle. They hold 
to the fundamentals and sometimes sacri- 
fice the concrete to abstractions. 

The Labor opposition will dub the Con- 
servatives as reactionaries; while the Con- 
servatives will refer to the Labor party as 
radicals, filrting with Communism. 

Such an election is of more serious im- 
port in Great Britain than it would be in 
our own country. For, in the United States, 
the industrial vote is equaled by the farm 
vote. The two groups are about equal in 
numbers. But, in Great Britain, there are 
15,000,000 industrial voters and but 3,000,- 
000 agriculturists. By reason of this in- 
dustrial preponderance the menace of a 

government cannot be lightly disre- 
garded. 

It is not a good omen for Conservative 
vietory that the leaders, the brains, of the 
party the breaking up of the coa- 
lition at this time. Some mystery shrouds 
the break between Bonar Law and Lloyd 
George. Three years ago Lloyd George of. 
fered to resign if Bonar Law, then the Con- 
servative leader, would consent to assume 
the duties of Prime Minister, promising 
him his loyal support. At tbe Conserva- 
tive meeting yesterday Bonar Law led the

threw his influence against Lloyd George, 
which probably means that, if Bonar Law 
is the Prime Minister, Lloyd George win 
join the opposition. 

For good or mi the die fs cast. Coalition 
government in Great Britain is dead and 
the field is cleared for a fight to the death 
between Conservative and Labor—with this 
advantage for the latter, the Liberal party 
will draw heavily from the Conservatives, 
while the Labor party is united. 


SLANDS FOR IRISHMEN 

The Irish Free State now has over 6000 
prisoners from the ranks of the irreconeti- 
able Republicans and hardly knows what 
to do with them. There are not enough 
jails to hold them and the weather does 
not permit of stockade confinement. The 
prisoners are being well fed as a matter 
of policy. They cannot say that they are 
being abused or treated with cruelty. Lots 
of them escape and in most cases their re- 
capture is not desired. What is wanted is 
some nice little island on which the pris- 
oners could be landed and left to their own 
devices. That would be a solutian of the 
problem. If all the bitter-enders could be 
placed on an island of their own they 
might be able to practice on self-govern- 
ment until they could demonstrate their 
ability to administer Ireland itself The

Los Angeles pedestrians must 
the traffic signals in the congested dis- 
trict, our authorities have decreed. The 
plan will be hailed with squawks of joy 
by autoists and doubtless by motormen as 
well, and it should go a long way to solve 
the city’s traffic problem. The thoughtless 
pedestrian will probably consider it an un- 
warranted interference with his long-held 
privilege of wandering whither he listeth, 
but the man who takes a larger view of 
the problem will accede to the plan with 
entire willingness.

DIFFERENCE IN MEN ~ 

Politics is the fire that brings out the 
moral fiber of men under our system of 
government. It is peculiarly true in the 
game of politics. We have known men 
who would stoop to almost any infamy to 
secure support at the polls, others would 
refuse to bend the knee to any subterfuge, 
however plausible, to the end that they 
might have a following before the people. 
And it must be said to our national sor- 
row that there are too few of the last- 
named class in public life. There are too 
many political crooks who are willing to 
be all things to all men—for a vote. 

Gov. Nathan L. Miller, Republican, is a 
candidate for re-election in New York. He 
has served one term most acceptably and 
will doubtless defeat “Al” Smith, the Demo- 
cratic nominee. 

The other day the Prohibitionists held a 
convention in New York and offered him 
the nomination cf that party. He refused 
to accept. He told the committee that he 
was a Republican and bad no right to any 
other party insignia. His fine sense of 
honor would not permit him to take Pro- 
hibition votes under “false colors,” as he 
expressed it. 

And from the vote-getting point of view 
the temptation was great, fomin 1918 Gov. 
Whitman, as the nominee of the Prohibi!- 
tion party, polled 88,794 votes. And it is 
reasonable to suppose that, with the rec- 
ord of Gov. Miller in the enforcement of 
the prohibition laws, his voice would 
be larger than that given Whitman four 
years ago. What he would have certainiy 
polled might spell the difference between 
victory and defeat this fall, but Gov. Miller 
would not sail under any such false pre 


tense. He is the Republican candidate. | 


If Prohibitionists want to vote for him, 
very well, but he could not in good con 
science pose as the Prohibition candidate 
for Governor. 

Which recalls the fact that we have mn 
Calitornia a candidate for Congress who 
is not bothered with such a fine sense of 
honor. Reference is had to ex-Congress- 
man Charlies H. Randall of the Ninth 
trict, who is posing as the Democratic and 
Prohibition candidate, the Republican nom- 


ination baving been denied him and con- 
ferred upon Hon, Walter Lineberger of 
Long Beach. It is an old trick of Ran- 
dall's and he fooled the people of the dis- 
trict in former campaigns when he ran as 
a Democrat, a Republican and a Prohibt- 
tionitst.

How to Make Mistakes 


Of course nobody can tell you how not 
to make mistakes. 

Human beings, being human, always win 
make mistakes; but every single one of us 
is or should be interested in scaling down 
our errors to as small a number as pos- 
sible. 


In this connection the advice of the head 
of one of the largest banking institutions 
in the United States is well worth fletcher- 
izing and assimilating. 

“Recently,” says Mr. Straus, president 
of S. W. Straus & Co., “one of the officers 
of this company made a mistake which in- 
volved the payment of several hundred 
dollars. He profited by the mistake to this 
extent, however, that he changed the en- 
tire system of handling the matters in- 
volved in the system; and the betterment 
of the system, he believes, will prevent 
such a mistake from happening in the fu- 
ture. Nevertheless, I do not think the time 
will ever come that he will be entirely free 
from making mistakes; but if he always 
tries to remedy them and keeps on trying 
never to make the same mistake twice 
there is hope fcr him. 

“And there’s the rub.” continued Mr. 
Straus. “It is a fact that success is built 
up on failure—that is, on mistakes—trather 
than on success. To err is human,’ runs 
the old adage; but, looked at rightly, an 
error is one of the most useful things in 
life. An error should teach us how not te 
err. It is trite but right that a man should 
not make the same mistake twice. That 
is the message I would give to any young 
man. And no more useful rule can be 
adopted by anyone. 

“When anyone makes an error the only 
right and wise thing to do is to face the 
fact squarely and to consider how such an 
error can be prevented from happening a 


‘second time. He should analyze and dig 


to the root of the matter. It may involve 
a change of point of view or a change of 
system or a change of mental attitude; but 
the important thing is—<ion’t let the same 
error happen again. If this rule fs followed 
and followed rigidly one will find in time 
that he makes fewer errors. 

“There never will come a time,” conclud- 
ed Mr. Straus, “when the imperfect human 
being will cease making mistakes; but they 
will become fewer as one learns the les- 
sons of experience, and, as they become 
fewer, one gathers strength of character 
and enjoys the satisfactions and the re- 
wards that come from doing things right.”

They rest on the 
shoulders of the true man like 
some honorable decoration, which, 
in truth, they are. They also hold 
up the trousers. 

Did the reader ever know of a 
conceited, effeminate prig that 
wore suspenders? They all wear 
belts. Forced by statute to wear 
suspenders, their bad qualities 
might leave them.

1 only 
wish to take issue with your cor- 
respondent at Washington who, 
in commenting on this matter, 
stated, among other things, that acts 
of Congress supersede treaties. it 
is not necessary to be familiar with 
international law to note the ab- 
surdity of such a statement. 

Treaties are obligations entered 
into by nations just as contracts are 
made by and between individuals. 
These cannot be repudiated or 
changed at the will of one party 
thereto. There must be mutual 
consent. Otherwise there would be 
no sanctity of treaties which would 
become mere scraps of paper. 

I am sure that the government 
of the United States, which has 
always stood for justice, would not 
repudiate any of its treaties entered 
into in good faith with other na-

The answer filed in 
Judge Craul's court paves the way to a speedy trial of the sult and a

Mr. Craig, a prominent rancher 
of the San Fernando Vailey, active 
in development work, seeks a writ 
of mandate, asserting he was 
ousted without rhyme or reason.
